CYPRUS IN SECURITY COUNCIL - 

BOTH GREEK AND CYPRIOT MISSIONS SAID THEY RECEIVED NO 
INSTRUCTIONS BUT BELIEVE SC MEETING WILL BE REQUESTED IN 
TWO OR THREE DAYS. 

EARLIER, ACTING UK REP MURRAY INFORMED AMB SCHAUFELE 

THAT AT DUBLIN EC-9 FONMIN MEETING BRITISH WOULD TAKE LINE 

THAT IF CYPRUS WISHES SC MEETING UK AND EC-9 COULD NOT 

OBIECT BUT SHOULD NOT TAKE ANY INITIATIVE. SHOULD SC

ON SUBSTANTIVE QUESTIONS, PARTICULARLY COMMODITY AGREEMENTS. 
HE SAID WHITEHALL IS ANALYZING SIXTH SPECIAL SESSION

BELGIAN REP STATED HIS GOVT EXPECTED TO SIGN SOON CONVENTIONS 
ON REGISTRATION AND ON LIABILITY AND AGREEMENT ON RESCUE 
AND RETURN. SEVERAL SPEAKERS COMMENTED ON FACT NATURAL 
RESOURCES REMAINED MAIN OBSTACLE TO AGREEMENT ON MOON 
TREATY, AND GDR WELCOMED WG I COMPROMISE WORKING PAPER. 
FRANCE HOPED FOR AGREEMENT THIS SESSION, AND POLAND WOULD 
ACCEPT ANY COMPROMISE THAT WOULD MAKE ADOPTION OF TREATY 
POSSIBLE. FRANCE STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF DEFINITION AND/OR

IN FRENCH VIEW, ARGENTINA /BRAZIL PROPOSALS ON REMOTE SENSING 
DID NOT TAKE SUFFICIENT ACCOUNT OF DIFFICULTY OF REACHING 
CONSENSUS, AND SWEDEN WANTED LEGAL IMPLICATIONS DISCUSSED 
IN GREAT DETAIL. VELLODI (INDIA) ASKED IF 
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COMPARATIVE TABLE COULD BE PREPARED OF VARIOUS PROPOSALS 
PUT FORWARD ON REMOTE SENSING, WHILE STOWE (US ) THOUGHT IT 
PREMATURE TO DO SO ON BASIS PROPOSALS SUBMITTED THUS FAR. 

VIEWS ON DIRECT BROADCAST SATELLITES INCLUDED: THERE 
SHOULD BE NO PRIOR CENSORSHIP OF PROGRAMS (BELGIUM); 

LEGAL FRAMEWORK WAS URGENT (INDIA); CODIFICATION OF PRINCIPLES 
IMPORTANT, WELL AS PRIOR CONSENT (POLAND); WORK SHOULD 
BE CONCENTRATED ON MOST CONTENTIOUS POINTS (SWEDEN); 
CANADA/SWEDEN WORKING PAPER INTERESTING (FRANCE); SOVIET 
PROPOSAL SHOULD HELP TO BRING TOGETHER DIFFERENT 
POSITIONS (BULGARIA).
